THE @XBCUTION 
OF ALFRED COUNTRYMAN, AT ROCKFORD. 


The Crime and its Kxpiation. 


(Rpertal Correspondence of the Chieago Tribaye. | 
Rocgrogp, March 27th, 1867. 
Eprrogs Tarsuxe : :—This beautiful and usually 
quiet city has been all astir to-day, and the signa of 
an approaching event of no ordimary kind have heen 
vixible in the anxious looks and altered demeanor of 
almoet every citizen. Barly in the day, the inhali 
tants of the surrounding country commenced pour- 
ing into the city, so that by noon the principal 
streets, particularly thoke surrounding the public 
_ in which the Jail is situated, were crowded 
men women and children, all earnestly talking 
of the execution soon to take place. 
The facts of the murder were briefly these :—-On 
the 11th day of November last, Alfred Countryman 
anda younger brother, came to Reckford with some 
caithe in their possession, whieh they sold at a price 
slow as lo Create a suxpicion that the cattle were 
stolen. Sheriff Joux F. TaYLon consequently had 
Countryman and arrested and brought 
before au examining magistrate, and they were or- 
dered to find bail to answer for Uae alleged offence 
at the wext term of the Cireuit Court. The bei! not 
being Tortheo ming, Mr. Taylor proceeded to convey 
Alfred Countryman to jail. After they had reached 
the front door of the prison, Countryman broke 
away from the Sheriff, jumpei over the fence, and 
stafted to run—the officer in clos) pursuit. They 
had gone only some two or three hundred feet, when 
the fugitive drew a pistol and shot the Sheriff through 
the heart, killing him almost instantly. Country- 
man escaped to the wonds,and was shortly after 
wards arrested by a crowd who went 40 his pur- 
suit, and lodged him in jail. On the 23d of February 
last, the trial of the murderer was commenced in 
the Cireuit Court, which resulted in bis conviction, 


‘and he was sentenced to be hung on this day. 


The arrangeMents for the execution, made under 
the immediate direc.ion uf Sheriff Church, could 
not have beep Letter or more complete. The place 
selected for thé scene of execution ix some two 
milee borth-west from the city. The ground rises 
rapidly from three sides of a flat or “swale” in 
the prairie, forming an amphitheatre. The gallows 
was placed on the flat, at the foot o the ridges, so 
thet fifty thoasand persons might dave viewed the 
solemn 

About 1 o'clock, the cortege started from the jaii 
for the gallows. It cousisted of tive carriages con- 
taining the prisoner and the sheriff and his deputies, 
members of the bar, the spiritual ‘auviner of th- 
crimimal, physicians, members of the press, and the 
prisoner's father, brother and sister. Upon each 
side of the carriages marched a guard of some three 
hundred firemen and citizens, arwed with eabers 
and garbines. After reaching the ground, those in 
the carriages took their pisces on the scaffold. After 


upon 4 chair, in the center of the scaffold and, after 
parting with Rev. Mr. Casws and his counsel, the 
heriff and hie deputies proceeded to pinion the 
criminal and adjust the rope. During this, the -} 
prisoner exclaimed, “Farewell both friend and foe! 
Glory be to God! Glory be to Ged! Glory be to 
God!—I'm going bome!—Glory be to God!!” 
Every thing being ready, the sberiff bade him good 
bye, and a moment after the fatal bolt was with- 
drawn, and at seventeen minutes past two o'clock, 


and his body given to his friends. During the 
scene upon the scaffold, the father, brother and 
sister of the condemned man stood upun the ground, 
within a few feet of the gibhet, and their lamenta- 
tions were traly heart-rending. 

| Dering the whole of the terrible scene, the im 
-mense crowd of fully twenty thousand peuple, mani 
_ fested the utmest decorum: and during the whole 
day indeed, your correspondent saw but two drunken 
persoms. 1 should judge there were over one thou- 
sand ladies present, and many of them waiked to 
the grownd, some with infants in (heir arma, thoogh 
mad ancle deep, to see a sight that caused many 
manly heart t quail. What the effect of this exe 
cution may be upen the minds of the thousind» who 
witnessed ft, would be difficult to determine. Curi- 
osity was, no doubt, the prime motive which in- 
duced their attenJance; and those who contend 
that examples of thie kind have the effect to deter 
men from incurring a similar penalty, would be 
madly puzzled to determine the effect of the con- 
‘flicting emations which stirred the breasts of that 
vast crowd of spectators, who had congregated fur 
the single purpose of secing a fellow creature dic. 
Tam unwilling to close this somewhat hastily 
written communication, without acknowledging the 
many courtesies received from Mr. Onvncn, the 
whole of the trying scene in which they were neces- 
sary participants, they performed their duties tn 
the mest commendable manver, and 80 perfectly 
was everything arranged that nothing oecurred to

After the mioney was paid, one of them 
went te the Mayor with a complaint, and he gave 
orders to Capt. Yates to arrest bim, and jn 1-2 
hows from that time Egan was arrested and op his 
way to Bridewell.

Mr. Williams 
found the family in the greatest poverty, and thouy bh 
his exertions $20 was immediately rased for their 
and quantity of sewing pooyided fer them 
at paying prices. 


Taran ov Wiitiam ror Munpep.— The 
trial of Wm. Jackson for the murder of Roman 
Morris, near Waukegan, Lake Co., in August last, 
iried before Judge Manierre, last week , was brought 
to a close on Saturday. The case, us stated by Mr. 
Nelly, one of the counse! for the ‘peorte, i» that on 
the 34 day of August last, the prisoner came to 
Waukegan with a herse avd buggy; that he wasa 
stranger there, and departed on the read towards 
Libertyville. When shoot six or seven miles from 
Waukegan, he abandoned the horse and buggy ia 
the road, and took to the woods; thai on the same 
evening he was seen fm company with the deceased . 
whose body was found dead the next day in the 
road which the twain were traveling, ete. Only 
three witnesses were called for the defense, one of 
whom testified to the prisoner's being ill on the day 
of the mardr ; another, that the knife found in hix 
posse sion was a common pocket knife, like numer- 
to his good behavier while in jal. 

The argument was clowed at 6 o'vlock, and the 
case went to the jury, who at& o’elock Baturday 
evening, retarned into court with verdict of guilty 
of murder. 

The jurors ale in signing a petition re- 
commending the prisener te the clemency of the 
executive, and the compoutation of his sentence to 
imprisonment in the peniientiary for life.

A letter from Chatham, Canada West, to the 
editors of Ghis paper, says that whole country 
thereabouts is aroused to the importance and

£1,900 was fitken up a few daysago among the 
friends of the enterprise, for defraying prelimi- 
nary expenses; and Mr. C. E. Pazxuovson, civil 
engineer, of Buffalo, bad arrived there prepared 
to commence an examination of the route. It 
was thought by the provisional directors, that 
the selection of Mr, Paaxrxson for this purpoee, , 
sbould be approved by Chicago and Cleveland, 
that there might be no distrust of the eorrect- 
ness of his report. Acting apen this cautiqu: 
plan, the directors will delay the survey anti!
